CERTAIN persons whose capacities do aot enable them to see an inch 
beyond the very letter of Gay’s dialogue, in his Beggar’s Opera, are 
terribly shocked at its vulgarity, but, for our own parts, we always 
witness its performance with renewed pleasnre, as there is more phie 
losophy, wit and feeling in it than would make a dozen modern dramas. 
‘True it is that ‘jade,’ ‘ hanging,’ ‘ gallows,’ ‘ gin,’ and other not very 
polite words often occur, but then it is evident that one of Gay’s ob- 
jects was to ridicule a fantastical nicety about /anguage, which seldom 
or never exists but to prejudice the correctness of our opinions concern- 
iog the qualities of conduct The Opera was performed here last night, 
the part of Polly by Mrs Wood, who sang ina splendid manner, but 
we must again protest against her unmerciful introduction of the ap- 
pogiature and superflaous ornament with which she disguised many of 
the simple melodies ; this was particularly «hservable in ‘ When my 
hero ia court appears,’ and in ‘ O ponder well ;’ her ‘Cease your fune 
ning’ was, however, brilliantly sung. The great fanit of her Polly was 
that it wanted simplicity aud pathos Wood was the Macheath, and 
eutered into the spirit of the character with great animation, and sang. 
remarkably well. Farren and Mrs C. Jones were excellent in Mr and 
Mrs Peachum, and Harley’s Filch was admirable ;—he was the very’ 
personification of a prig. After the Opera, MrDacrow’s entertainment 
called T'he Days of Athens was repeated to a very discordant accom- 
paniment ; we hear he is to have £200 fo: 12 nights;—the dresses, 
properties, &c. are all his own, and cost him nearly £1000. The

The manuscript dramas sent to Mr Larpent,while he was Theatrical —

all of which are included among Mr Larpent’s MS. but it is not known 
that as late as 1806, he wrote and produced a Comedy at Covent

had succeeded Kemble would no doubt, have claimed it. It was acted 
under the wame of Zhe Romantic Lover ; or, Lost and Found, but 
it is entered in Larpent’s listas “ The Legacy; or, a Thousand 
Pounds Reward.” It seems to have met an undeserved fate, as it is 
written with great spirit, and reflects more credit on Kemble’s talent 
as an author, than most of his other productions, 

A new Tragedy, by the late singular, but talented divine, the au- 
thor of Bertram, has been produced with considerable success at the 
Edinburgh Theatre. It is called The Renegade; or, the Siege of 
Salerino.
